Her silversmith's 
wjrk is astonishingly good, and it is 
one of the greatest pleasures here 
offered to the visitor to admire the 
displays of one or two of her principal 
exhibitors. * * * Passing to the 
exhibit of Messrs. Tiffany & Co., of 
New York, one finds a display more 
varied iu expression and original in 
design, more distinctive and indi- 
vidual, than the work of any other 
firm in the art metal group. Aad 
above all we must, note the distinc- 
tively American characteristics of 
many of the exhibits here., •' 


"The 
very 
uncommon 
'magnolia 


vase' is a revelation of what may be 
achieved by adopting some . of the 
forms suggested by the pottery found 
among the relics of the ancient cliff- 
dweMers of the New Mexican Pueblos. 
The decorations are chased in relief 
work, and some treated in enameling. 
Around tbe base are four large pieces 
of opal matrix representing the earth, 
out of which springs a lattice-work of 
cactus leaves chased in high relief. 
These are divided into sections by 
perfectly wrought representations of 
the flower 'golden rod,' pure gold being 
used to produce the natural 
color. 


The roots of the flower terminate in 
scrolls encircling the opals. 


"Judging by the productions ex* 


hibited, one may well doubt whether 
our much boasted European pre-emi- 
nence in these things is to last much 
longer, and whether, after all, we shall 
not in the near future be compelled to 
regard the firms of New York as at 
least our equals, if not our superiors, 
in the production of high-class • gold 
and silver work."

Kuuculs. 


The defenseless citizen who falls into 


the hands of some of the western land 
boomers needs the help of heaven. A 
colony •>£ honest western settlers in Cali- 
fornia has recently been irrevocably 
ruined ay buying land on the represen- 
tations of a company of swindling land 
agents, who fleeced them and laughed at 
them. This colony lost all it possessed 
through being bitten in the purchase of 
alkali land. Of all the worthless lands 
in the vest, this alkali soil is the most 
deceptions. In California it is heavy and 
black, like the richest loam in the prairie 
states. 


The 1 md ayontb have it flowed up to 


show how rich and black it is. At the 
same time they exhibit a bewildering 
array of fruits, grains and vegetables 
brought from some other place, as the 
product of the alkali ground. The home 
buyer sees them. He sees also the 
black soil that looks so fat. He buys 
and is rained. The alkali soil will in 
time pr xlnce great crops, it is true, but 
first mi llions of dollars will bo required 
to pay I or the gypsum land plaster and 
the drainage necessary to reclaim it. 


The irresponsible laud agents are a 


serious detriment to many parts of the 
west. The settler is sure to be swindled 
unless lie has the word of some person 
on whom he can rely positively, and that 
one is rarely found among the land 
boomeri. As long as one cannot tell 
the honest ones from the dishonest, and 
as long as hhey themselves take no par- 
ticular painb to distinguish between the 
two ola,ses, it behooves a settler to look 
out for them all. 


The House of Steel. 


The moat remarkable architectural 


revolution and evolution in history have 
been progressing in our large cities, not- 
ably Chicago and New York, in the past 
10 years. The revolution involves a re- 
versal of cearly all the old ideas of com- 
fort and safety in housebuilding. 


The sky scraping steel house developed 


out of the great need for ground room in 
the two cities named. Chicago began it, 
and New York quickly took it up. 
Ground was so precious that it had to be 
inado the most of. Since buildings could 
not spread out, they had to push up into 
the air. The 20 story office building and 
hotel was the only structure that would 
pay upon land worth $30,000 or more to 
the front foot. 


A difficulty presented itself in the con- 


struction of the sky scraper. If it shot 
up 20 stories in the air, there could hard- 
ly be ground enough got for the neces- 
sary thickness of the walls. But "an ob- 
stacle is something to be overcome." 
Why make walls at all? The human 
body seerns to have suggested an idea 
to some brilliant architect. At least we 
are told that such was the case. Why 
not make a skeleton support and cover 
it with a skiiii1 The idea was made to 
materialize. The bones of the 20 story 
house are of steel. 


In sandy or marshy soil a great iron 


plate is laid flat upon the ground, cov- 
ering all the space that the house is to 
occupy. 
It cannot 
sink or sag one 


sided, for the utmost care is taken to 
distribute the weight evenly. Into this 
plate are fixed, firm as the rock of ages, 
a row of steel columns of the height 
of the first story. Across these at the 
top are riveted .steel girders to support 
the flooring. To the first row of up- 
right columns is riveted a second row of 
upright columns for the second story. 
Thus, with row upon row of steel post 
and girder, the skeleton is built, until it 
reaches any height desired. Then the 
steel framework is merely filled in and 
covered with a light wall, sometimes 
brick, again of the beautiful terra 
cotta, which can be fashioned into de- 
signs of great beauty. The possibilities 
of artistic development in the new style 
of house are very great. 


The difference between the Swiss in- 


itiative ,md referendum is this; Under au- 
thority < if the referendum the government 
can la) any measure before the whole 
people und ask them to vote yes or no on 
it. Und er the authority of the initiative a 
specified number of private citizens can 
by peti ion compel the government to I 
submit to a vote of the whole people any 
question the citizens desire to see thus 
voted on. It is odd enough that the first 
apphcat ion of the initiative was made to 
the Jewish way of slaughtering food an- 
imals. That method, in the petitioners' 
view, was cruel, and so the citizens de- 
manded that'the government should sub- 
mit to t he people the question whether 
the method should be abolished. The 
vote went affirmative by a small major- 
ity. It was odd again that the French 
Swiss voted to let the Jews go on and 
slaughter in the way they liked, while the 
GJarinjiri Swiss \-otetl tlmfc they should 
not, and as the German blood was in the 
majority it carried the day. 


A Giddy Old Girl. 


Another Brooklyn couple have re- 


vealed the domestic unhappiness which, 
like a worm in the bud. preyed upon 
their souls. It was Schoolmaster Priddy 
and his wife. Of course all their mutual 
friends who read their sad story are very, 
very sorry that the wicked newspapers 
will publish unpleasant stories.

master Priddy strove to enforce peda- 
gogic methods in the domestic domain, 
and it would not work. He considered 
himself as much the moral head of Mrs.

house no well regulated wife would ever 
want to set foot outdoors. But women 
are queer creatures. 


Four thousand dollars worth of gold 


dust api ece is not bad pay for one season 
for the 17 miners who have just returned 
to San Francisco from Alaska. They 
were merely common miners, with no 
machinery and nothing except the ordi- 
nary appliances of the digger who works 
by hand, yet they got the above named 
sum from the Yukon river sands. Next 
season doubtless there will be something 
of a ru.-ih to the Yukon diggings. 
The 


difficulty of reaching them is one of the 
worst obstacles in the way. 


Clottu'e in our American house of lords 


is said to be impossible, because there is 
no prect dent for it. One good thing at 
least has come of the long and tremen- 
dous discussion of the silver question in 
the sena te—that is, that information in 
regard to it has tieen spread among tho 
people in a way that could never other- 
wise have happened. 


If the planters of the south would 


raise less cotton and more peanuts, there 
would not now be the threats made of 
burning cotton gins. The demand for 
peanuts has doubled within the last five 
years, and there are not enough raised, 
even with 8,000,000 bushels, to supply 
ttia call 


The New York Sun quotes that pas- 


sage of the United States constitution 
which e.iys, "Representative and direct 
taxes shall be apportioned among ths 
several states which may be included in 
this Union "according to their respective 
numbers." The Sun adds out of its own 
head, "Does not this mean that direct 
taxa'tioi levied upon the states in pro- 
portion to their population is the right 
method of supplying the temporary 
treasurj deficit?" 


Jackson S. Shultz, the first president 


of the board of health of New York city, 
gave th'j following decision, "No indi- 
vidual or association of individuals has 
the right to conduct any work that 
obliges citizens to close their windows."

The silver bullion which, under the 


Sherman law, the government has been 
buying annually amounts to within a 
small fraction of enough to coin into 
70,000,000 silver dollars. For this amount 
of silver, purchasing at the market rates, 
the government pays at present $50,000,- 
000 a year. It therefore has left, after 
paying for the bullion, enough to make 
20,000,000 silver dollars more. This left 
over bullion is called in coinage parlance 
"seigniorage." The compromise on which 
the senate majority so nearly agreed— 
tuen split—provided thut all this seign- 
iorage should be coined and placed in 
the United States treasury. 


There are at least two great regions 


in which Chinese are wanted and wel- 
comed. They are Central and South 
America. A company in San Francisco 
has contracted to supply 30,000 Chinese 
laborers to planters in Central and South 
American states. 
Another contract 


made by the same company binds it to 
supply 10,000 Japanese and Chinese as 
agricultural laborers in Peru. The lat- 
ter contract was openly made with the 
Peruvian consul general at San Francis- 
co. Some nations have not our little 
prejudice against contract labor. 


Even the fires have been something 


unprecedented in this record breaking 
year of 1803. 
During its first nine 


months losses by fire were $26,840,000 
greater than for the same time in 1893. 
In some cases payments on fire losses 
have broken up insurance companies. 
Not less than 13 of these companies will 
go out of business at the beginning of 
1804, because of bad luck in 1893.

JcGregor lias seen a:t years' service in tin 
rctic, and commands the steamer Orea 
wned by the Pacific Whaling company o 


'San Francisco. lie was at the Hotel Per 
tins and talked of his experience. 


"Last year," he said, "nine of the Pacifi 


Whaling company's steamers and ships 
reached Capo Batlilmrst, the furthest point 
north and east ever reached by a vessel o 
any kind. We had Leon whaling in Behr 
ing sea, and having finished what is termef 
Who outside catch in July we started for 
Ithe .Arctic to linisii the season. 
I "We passed along the east shore, round- 
ed Point Harrow, and then made the jour 
ney to the cape, which is near the Mclven- 
«ie river. We cast anchor and wha'led then 
lire rosfc of the season. The natives were 
somewhat surprised at our appearance, but 
as they had seen white men before the} 
soon overcame whatever fear they might 
[rave felt and became very friendly. They 
did not differ in the least from other Eski- 
inos. We sounded tin; ocean near the Mc- 
Kenzie and found that a boat drawing 
finore than four feet of water could not ap- 
proach within 80 miles of tho river. The 
[land on both sides was mountainous and 
fcovcred with enow. Tho oldest native told 
ng that it was many winters since white 
men carnu by boat, which'led me to believe 
that no- boat had reached tho capo si 
Captain Colliuson was there in 1855. Can- 
tniu Colliuson and his party visited the 
place in small boats when they were mak- 
ing a survey of the British possessions, but 
they were compelled to remain there three 
years before they could return. 


"Sir John Franklin passed the cape in 


small boats on his famous expedition and 
came as far west as Fraiiklui, or Return 
reef. There, ho evidently became discour- 
aged and disheartened and started on his 
return trip. Had he known that he had a 
clear sea before him ho doubtless would 
havo continued on his way and lived to tell 
future generations of tlie hardships con- 
nected with arctic cxplorations, lie could 
havo made what is called the northeast 
passage and come out on the Pacific ocean 
and forever settled the question whether a 
vessel could reach Alaska from Greenland 
through the Arctic. But ho saw nothing 
but a monotonous stretch of land and what 
appeared to boa closed sea ahead of him. 
He had kept in bight of shore during his 
entire expedition, and seeing nothingahead 
but land probably thought it was endless. 
When Return reef was reached, he turned 
back, and that is the last known of him. 


"We could have made the trip from the 


Pacific to tho Atlantic last your if we hod 
so desired, but our business was whal- 
ing, not exploring. Natives at tho cape, 
whom 1 questioned, told me that the ocean 
was fairly open three years out of four, and 
that there was a 'great big sea' one' year in 
five. 
Last year was what they termed 


'great big sea,' and they said that thesame 
conditions prevailed in 18Si). A large ves- 
sel could not pass through a fairly open 
sea, so the chances of reaching Greenland 
through the Arctic sea are one in five. 
From this I am inclined to the belief that 
both Franklin and Collinson entered the 
ocean when it was 'open.' " 


\Vhen Captain McCJ regor was asked about 


his experience us a whaler, he said: "Once 
in awhile wo encounter sonic dangers, such 
as being caught in the ice, bub such acci- 
dents are not frequent. A vessel will some- 
times be 'stuck' for three or four weeks be- 
fore it can be freed from tlie ice, and occa- 
sionally it is damaged by collision with gi- 
gantic floes or by being caught between 
them. Planks are somet;mes stove in, but 
as there i.s no danger of sinking ou account 
of the vessel's being thoroughly saturated 
with oil very little attention is paid to such 
accidents. 


"After working through tho ice, which ia 


generally about Juno I, the vessels try to 
get into Behring strait ahead of theTvhales. 
Tire strait is the narrowest point, and the 
object of tho whalers is to get there first 
and ti'.ko the whales as they come through 
ou their way to the Arctic. The vessels cruise 
there until July 1, when the tender arrives 
from San Francisco with coal, potatoes and 
other supplies and takes the oil and whale- 
bone. This is termed the outside catch. 
Then the whalers strike for the Arctic and 
finish the season there. They have com- 
munication with the natives all the time 
and exchange some of their supplies for 
reindeer meat, fish, ducks and ptarmigan. 
When tiio season is ended, some of the ves- 
sels put in at Port Clarence, the rendezvous 
for the fleet." 


Captain McGregor said the Eskimos have 


made no advances to civilization. "An aged 
native told me that there is a tradition 
handed down from father to son that the 
hoalsand weapons of the hunt and chase are 
the same today as they were 500 years ago. 
The firearms and traps, tobacco and calico 
were all introduced by white men. The Es- 
kimo is satisfied with everything as he finds 
it and makes no effort to effect tiny im- 
provements. The native population is rap- 
idly diminifirilriK. Tliuy cannot wlthxtiuia 
the march of civilization, unused as they 
are to its luxuries and vices. 


"Four schools have been established for 


them in Alaska, and they are being taught 
to read and write, but it would be better 
for them if they were left alone. In their 
original state they got along well, but edu- 
cation is their moral ruin. When he learns 
to read and write, the native thin-ks he is 
the superior of his fellows and the equal of 
the white man, and h<b affects the white 
man's habits, whether moral or immoral. 
He goes to school simply for amusement. 
He wants to learn to read, write and talk 
that he may trade with the whites and be 
regarded as one of them. It cannot be said 
that the money expended on theschoolslms 
been ill spent or misappropriated, only that 
the Eskimo is unlike the Indian, und the 
same method of training cannot be applied 
to both, 


"The arctic is a cold region, bat the frig- 


idity of the atmosphere cannot be felt 
through the furs that serve us as clothes. 
The mean temperature is 44 degrees below 
zero, but during the 57 days that the sun is 
in sight tlie mercury rises to 80 degrees or 
80 degrees."—Portland Oregoniau.

How They 21T:iy TZj Utilized to Transfer 


Cnflli at Hrnrill Tost. 


It Is possible to take advanlnqe of t,ile 


rules of the cable companies regarding [ire- 
payment of ;nes"a;,-cs to transfer small 
amounts of nio^c-y by wire. Cablegrams 
will not be sent collect, neither tniy the 
sender guarantee th.j payment of Inii.s upon 
a reply to a rnes'-a•.-:-, but he cnn prepay 
such reply to the e.\'ent of DO words by de- 
positing cash tn t hat, amount at Uie origi- 
nating oJTice and stating in his cablegram, 
"Reply, 10 words [m-paid," or whatever 
number of words lie may mention within 
the limit. 


For this phrase he pays usual tolls. 


When the message is delivered to the per- 
son addressed, the cable company at tlio 
same titne hands him in cash the amount 
of prepayment. The party getting the mon- 
ey can use it to send the reply wanted or 
otherwise as he sees fit. The sumlluessof 
the amount involved prevents any undue 
advantage being taken of this system, 
which has been found of great convenience 
in a legitimate way, as even the shortest 
cablegram is expensive, while prepayment 
reasonably guarantees a reply. 


Considering the fact that very few cable- 


grams are intelligible to the operators, the 
mistakes made are. surprisingly few, and 
Buch as do occur are quite as often due to 
tho poor penmanship of the writer asto 
carelessness on the part of cable employees. 
When mistakes do creep in, however, tho 
result may be serious if not delected, ai an 
error in a single letter may radically alter 
the meaning of a- message. 


For example, "cheaper" may bo used to 


signify, "Send 5,000 bags of coffee to our 
careat Boston," while "cheapen" may stand 
for the same phrase, except the substitu- 
tion of Philadelphia for Boston. 


A careless writer or negligent operator 


would here have an excellent opportunity 
to make a costly blunder. The codes are 
arranged so far as possible to preclude mis- 
takes of this kind arising through similari- 
ty of cipher words, but risks cannot be en- 
tirely eliminated. 


It costs nothing to register an address 


with tho telegraph and cable companies in 
America and Great Britain, whereby one 
word will stand for tiie full name of tho 
firm, and thus reduce the cost of cable- 
grams, but ou tho continents tho various 
governments impose a yearly tax for tho 
privilege, small as it is. 


Thu average citizen bus no doubt often 


speculated how the cable people handle 
messages written in foreign languages— 
that is, iiow a native operator at, say, St. 
Petersburg or Mecca can iiitelligentlytraus- 
mit telegrams written in English. The ex- 
planation is exceedingly simple. 


The only requirement of the cable lines 


is that all messages must be written ia 
Roman letters. This being done, it is an 
easy for the operator to send or receive the 
French word "guerre" as its English equiv- 
alent, "war," etc. 


A telegram written in Russian or hen 


track Turkish paralyzes the Morse alpha- 
bet until it is translated into equivalent 
French, English or other Roman text, when 
it can he ticked od1 merrily by an operator 
'ibsoluUily Linrauuliarwit.li these languages, 
but who knows the. telegraphic eign's for 
the letters.

Capers. 


Thecnperis the flower bud of a low shrub, 
apparisspiimsa, which grows on walls and 


ruina or on rocks and ftcctimulntjons of 
[•ubbish, in the south of Europe and at the 
eastern end of the Mediterranean. It is 


ery common in Italy and the southern 
iiti-ts of I'Vance. It grows wild upon tiro 
walls of Home and Florence and is culti- 
vated on a large scale between Marseilles 
and Toulon and alsoin nuuiy parts of Italy. 
It begins to flower in the early part of the 
jummcr and Dowers continuously until the 
commencement of winter. 


The buds are picked every morning tie- 


'ore the petals are expanded and are put 
nto vinegar as they are fathered. They 
are distributed, accorJingio their size, into 
different vessels and prepared for the mar- 
ket. The youngest and the smallest, being 
,he most tender, are the first in quality, 
and hence the diil'erent siy.es are placed in 
separate vinegar jars, denoting differences 
n quality and value. The sterns of the ca- 
ner bush are trailing and 2 or 3 feet long. 
The leaves are alternate, ovate, veined and 
of a light green color. The flowers are 
white, large and beautiful, with a tinge of. 
red. They are divided into four petals, and 
'rom the center of each flower springs a 
"ong tassel of deep lilac stamens. The bril- 
iant blossoms give a very gay appearance 
to the plant.—Brooklyn Eagle.
